Minister of Militia Outlines 
New Scheme in Replying 
to Toronto Mayor 


Toronto, September 17.—Major- 
General Sir Sam Hughes, minister of 
militia, announced in an_ interview 
here today that the department may 
adopt an unexpected policy in hous- 
ing troops in training this winter.
